Wetter* Cattle laterwts. 


At Omaha dispatch says that cattle 


shipment* are now being rushed forward 
to the eastern market from the country 
west of the Missouri, and cattle men 
this year will reap a rich return, as pri- 
ces are ruling high. They bad a hard 
winter, it is true, and many of them 
last quite heavily. All estimates of 
losses, made prior to the romd-*p were 
necessarily mere guesses, and proved to 
be rather wild. 8mh tattle men at M. 
H. Coed, William and George Shiedley, 
Dan Oarrigan. Thomas Lawrence, and 
Dan Shedy, say that the average loss 
was not short of 30 per cent. The loss 
in the N'iobrara region, in northern 
Nebraska, was heavier than anywhere 
else. 
In many herds in in that locality 


the loss was fully 50 per cent., and the 
owners of the smaller herds have sold 
out to the owners of the big herds.— 
Wheo spring came, gram sprang up in 
abundance, and the half starved cattle 
soon fattened np. Cattle an now in a 
better condition than ever known before. 
Last year twenty head of cattle were 
pat into a ear, and this year the average 
number required to ill a ear is eighteen 
or nineteen. Last year (here were 
•hipped over the Union Pacific road 
7,000 ears of cattle, or 140,000 bead, 
and this year there will be shipped 10,- 
000 oars, which at an average of nine- 
teen to the oar, will foot np 190,000 
head. There are two reasons for the 
greater shipments this year, namely, 
there were more eattle—say two-thirds 
more—last fall than during the preced- 
ing yetr,and there will be more fat cattle 
this year. The favorable turn in tbe 
business will make np for the losses of 
last winter m most instances, and in 
some cases ranchmen who- were so for- 
ttttate a* to lose bnt a small percentage 
will make immense profits. 


Sheep railing is attracting greater 


attention in Western Nebraska than 
hitherto, ind every spot suitable for a 
sheep ranch in the Lodgepole valley, on 
the South Platte river, on Pumpkin 
Creek, and on Matte river, not taken up 
by cattle ranches, will soon be occupied 
by^sheep raisers. 
Aa fast as cattle 


move nortbwatd for better range sheep 
wiil rorne in to 611 up the country.

die inside of three days at least." 


When the above conversation took 


place, Bliss was just going into the 
bouse after an absence therefrom of an 
honr and a half. The scenes in the 
streets to day resembled those wit- 
nessed just after the president was shot 
when death was hourly expected. The 
bulletin boards have been surrounded 
all day by throngs. There was a gen 
eral feeline ot despair.

lionse comes with additional concern 
from the occurrences of to-day. The 
last-family dinner is said to have been 
one of more than usually striking inter- 
est. At the head of the table sat Mrs.
